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Elba City Council Passes 
Tough New Leash Law 


Emotional issues dominated the 
Elba City Council meeting Monday 
night. All members of the council were 
present for the discussions and yotes in 
this last meeting on November. 

The meeting opened with a report 
from Chief Ray Norris that the 
application for the grant to buy a 
motorcycle would be mailed the next 
morning. 

Discussion of the dog leash law that 
had been previously recommended by 
Norris opened councilmen up to dis- 
cussing various opinions, Two proposed 
leash laws were presented to the 
council, One was patterned after a 
similar law in Opp while the other was a 
stronger worded law patterned after the 
one in use in Montgomery. 

The Opp law would only require that 
a dog owner keep his pet on his property 
ang allow the animal control officer to 
pick up the dog if he stepped off the 
owner's personal property. Testimony 
by several councilmen and by the police 
chief indicated this would put a burden 
on the officer to determine the owner of 
every dog in town. 

The Montgomery law, and the one 
adopted, requires that all dog owners 
keep their dog on a leash or in a pen at 
all times. The vote to approve this law 
was unanimous after the motion by 
Councilman Charles Kennett, and re- 
ceived a second from Councilman Sonny 
Inman. 

’ During the discussion City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan questioned the legal 
tight to force a person to pen an animal 
while it is on his own property. He noted 
that Montgomery hadn't had anyone 
challenge this, bit it was possible. He 
said that the Opp law that required an 
animal to stay on the owner's property 
would serve the same pu | because 
rarely would any pet stay that close to a 
home without crossing the magic 
property line. 

Mayor Bob English stated after the 
vote that it would cost some money to 
enforce the law, and received council 
approval for the police chief to spend 

necessary funds. English stated the 
law would become effective either on 
January 1st or March Ist, ‘‘or when we 
are ready to enforce it.’’ Adequate 
pound facilities must be constructed 
and it will take a fulltime dog catcher for 
a least a month, English said. He 
reminded the council that he believed in 
enforcing all laws and fully intended to 
enforce this one or insigt it be changed. 


The proposed tobacco tax was the 
next item discussed and immediately 


| ; 
brought some negative comments from 
visitors to the meeting. Representatives 
of M.O. Carroll Co. in Ozark addressed 
the council and urged them not to 
impose this tax. They pointed out 
several towns that had done so and later 
rescinded the tax on snuff and chewing 
tobacco, They also showed concern over 
bootlegging of tobacco from out-of- 
town. While saying they muppets the 
city and understood the need for tax to 
operate the city, they urged that some 
other method be found to raise the tax. 
They pointed out that adding 50 cents to 
a box of cigars would wipe out all the 
profits and could put one retailer at a 
disadvantage if he chose to raise the 
price the 50 cents and his competition 
declined and used it as a leader item. 
No local citizens spoke out opposing the’ 
tax; however, the council delayed 
necessary action to impose the tax until 
the next meeting. This motion was 
made by Councilman David Stokes, 
seconded by Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
and opposed by Councilman John W. 
Sharpless. 


Stokes was appointed to chair a 
committee to study the issue and report 
back to the council at the December 1st 


meeting. 


Councilman Inman reported on 
the appointment of a beautification 
committee, He noted the appointment 
of Dr. V. D, McCreary, Gus McCall, 
Lorene Sawyer, Elsie Clark, Carolyn 
Brunson, and Ferrin Cox, They will 
serve with Inman on beautification 
plans for the downtown area. 


Councilman Hawkins reported on 
activity of the airport committee and 
said grass had been cut around the 
runway lights, and the street depart- 
ment would cut the grass this week. He 
noted the garbage department still had 
not picked up the trash in the area. 

Several applications have been 
received for airport manager and 
English said he would give these to the 
committee. Present at the meeting were 
Freddie Sessions of Kinston and George 
Moore of Andalusia, They said they

Net Earnings 


The National Security Insurance

to make driver education available to 


more. students; to decrease program 
costs in the driver education program; 
to provide learning experiences in a 
variety of simulated driving environ- 
ments, and to develop responses and 
manipulative skills. 


Graddick Warns Of Crooks 


Ihe holiday season is one of 
happiness and rejoicing. But for some, 
says Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick, it becomes a nightmare when 
gift shopping plans go awry. 

“Informed consumers -- those who 
know what to look for when they are 
shopping -- are less likely to fall prey to 
fly-by-night merchants and con artists 
than those who have failed to educate 
themselves in consumer protection,’’ 
Graddick said. 

He explained that knowing store 
policies, checking warranties and con- 
tracts and dealing only with reputable 
businesses are good shopping practices 
any time. But during the holiday season 
they are of utmost importance. 

Graddick said the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Consumer Protection Division 
receives many complaints during and 
right after the holiday season from 
consumers who either have been bilked 
out of their money by unscrupulous 
persons or who failed to find out what 
store policies were before they made 
their purchases. 

Most reputable businesses post 
return and refund policies so customers 
can have that information. If it is not 
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posted, ask a clerk or someone in the 
business office, advised Graddick. Be 
sure you inform gift recipients of return 
policies, too. 

Many stores offer lay-away plans, in 
which the store holds the merchandise 
until it is paid for. Check to see if the 
store will give a refund in the event you 
cannot pay out the lay-away. 

Graddick urged consumers to read 
and understand any warranties which 
come with their purchases. 

“Know what your rights and 
responsibilities are under warranty. 
Know what is and what is not included, 
such as - whether or not the entire 
product or just parts are covered and 
who will make repairs.” 

He also said consumers should know 
what contracts say when they make 
credit purchases. ‘‘Many people buy 
large appliances and automobiles for 
Christmas gifts,’’ he said. ‘It is 
important to know what is in the 
contract. Many people do not know 
they are supposed to get a copy of the 
contract, and when they have problems, 
have no proof of the purchase and no 
record of what their responsibilities 
were under the contract.”’ 
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Graddick warned against consumers 
buying gift items just because they are 
‘fon sale,’’ ‘‘marked down,’’ or a 
‘special discount.’’ ‘“‘Buy items you 
can thoroughly inspect,’’ the Attorney 
General said. ‘‘Comparison shop. You 
may be able to find the same product 
elsewhere for less.”’ 


Tag Lines Were 
Long Last Week 


Despite the certainty of long lines and 
hours of waiting, over 1000 local 
residents waited until the final days of 
tag buying season to purchase their 
1981 automobile tags. A check with the 
Probate Office in Elba this week showed 
that 793 tags were purchased on Friday, 
Nov. 14, 314 on Saturday, Nov. 14 and 
229 on Monday, Nov. 17 (an extra day 
added due to the long lines all across 
the county). 

The tag buyers kept County offices 
open until 9:00 p.m. on Friday, but as 
Clerk Nell Harvison stated, ‘‘The last 
days are always the busiest.’’

We keep hearing reports on the national news that when

Monday night at the Elba City Council meeting we heard 
some complaints addressed to the Council about the proposed 
tobacco tax.

In fact, they said they understood the 
need for taxes and were not opposed, but it should come from 
some other source. We agree - but since we long ago put 
down our pipe smoking, this particular tax doesn't directly 
cost us, and so. . . . There may be real reasons not to pass a 
tobacco tax, but we didn't hear them Monday night. 


The Elba City Council also passed a dog leash law Monday 
night. This will make it mandatory for dog owners to confine 
their dogs AT ALL TIMES. We discussed this and wrote 
about it for several weeks prior to the passing, and the vast 
majority of citizens who mentioned it to councilmen were in 
favor of the law. Now we are hearing some complaints from 
dog owners. This is not unexpected because those of us who 
own dogs KNOW that our pets are harmless, or only bite 
mean folks that need biting. The law was passed Monday 
night, and during the discussion, ye ole editor could only 
think about the mess in my yard Monday morning where 
some dog (or dogs) had overturned the garbage cart, knocked 
the lid off the can and tore open a bag of garbage, leaving a 
mess in our yard. With all due respect to our friends who may 
oppose the new law, we fully support it . . . if it will be 
enforced on all citizens equally. 


Now it is disagreeing time. We fee! a little disappointed in 
the way the city fathers have handled thy request for financial 
help for the annual Christmas parade. We understand the 
law forbidding donations to private clubs or groups, but we 
also understand a lot of other things. The $280 is not a real 
big problem, as’ it will be no problem to raise the money as 
donations. . . in fact several city officials offered to personally 
donate. Instead of saying they couldn't legally donate the 
funds, we feel they should have said, ‘‘Sure, we'll feed the 
bands.”’ (They legally feed visiting government or business 
wheels regularly); and they should have been fighting the 
Elba Jaycees to be the first with the idea of sponsoring the 

Christmas parade, By the way, the annual Christmas parade 
is scheduled for Saturday, December 13, at 2:00 p.m.

Presents Veterans 


Day Program 


The Sr. High Student 
Council presented a program 
honoring the Veterans of 
American Wars and also the 
present Iranian hostages on 
Thursday, November 6. 

The first observance of 
Veterans Day was on Novem- 
ber 11, 1919. The Allies and 
Germans signed an armistice 
on November 11, 1918, to 
cease the armed conflict of 
World War I. This armistice 
was for a period of one month 
and was renewed until the 
peace treaty was signed. 

President Woodrow Wil- 
son, in a proclamation cu 
November 11, 1919, stated 
that ‘‘Reflections of Armis- 
tice Day will be filled with 
solemn pride in the heroism 
of those who died in the 
country’s service and with 
gratitude for the victory, 
both because of the thing 
from which it has freed us 
and because of the opportun- 
ity it has given America to 
show her sympathy with 
peace and justice in the 
councils of the nations.”’ 

In 1921 an unknown 
American soldier was select- 
ed from four caskets disinter- 
red from the,,war cemeteries 
in France. This unknown 
soldier was returned to 
America, and on Armistice 
Day at 11:00 a.m. was placed 
in a crypt at Arlington 
National Cemetery. The 
hour of the interment was a 
memorial to the hour in 
which the armistice was 
signed. Two minutes of 
silencé; were observed and 
flags were flown at half-staff 
from sunrise to sunset. 

Or November 11, 1953, in 
Emporia, Kansas, all the 
dead of all American wars 
were honored, In February, 
1954, Representative 
Edward J. Rees of Emporia, 
Kansas, introduced a bill in 
Congress to designate Arm- 
istice Day as Veterans Day. 
President Eisenhower signed 
this bill into law on June 1, 
1954,

Without the 
proper management, Coffee 
Countians may soon be faced 
with depletion of woodland 
products. Alabama Forestry 
Commission, Soil Conserva- 
tion Service and Extension 
Service cooperating together 
are able to give woodland 
landowners information on 
proper management prac- 
tices for the different species 
being grown. 

Timber production is de- 


* pendent on the number of 


desirable trees growing on 
each acre. An initial inven- 
tory of the woodland acreage 
is therefore necessary before 
proper thinning or stocking 
recommendations can be 
given. This inventory will 
indicate the amount of mer- 
chantable trees, the number 
of good seed trees, and the 
number of undesirable or 
defective trees on the wood- 
land acreage. Also, before 
any recommendations can be 
given, the woodland land- 
owner should have some 
ideas as to the products he 
desires, and has the time and 


labor available to produce. 

Should the inventory indi- 
cate thinning practices to be 
necessary, there are two 
routes that can be taken to 
accomplish this. First, me- 
chanical control of undesir- 
able trees can be done by 
stripping a band of bark 
around a tree either with an 
axe or mechanical girdler. 
This method usually works 
best on trees over 12 inches 
in diameter at breast height. 
For smaller trees, a second 
method, chemical control, 
can be used. This method 
consists of using chemicals 
or herbicides on the undesir- 
able growth. If chemical 
control measures are to be 
used, label directions should 
always be followed. 

If the woodland inventory 
indicates stocking needs, 
trees of all species can 
usually be ordered from one 
of the three state nurseries. 
These are‘ (1) the Auburn 
Nursery, Rt. 1, Box 136, 
Opelika, AL 36801; 

(2) The Edward A. Hauss 
Nursery, Rt. 3, Box 322, 
Atmore, AL 36502; and 

(3) the John R. Miller 
Nursery, Box 248, Autauga- 
gille, AL 36003. 


Plenty of newly received 
tree seedlings need to be 
done properly to insure a 
good stand. The local Soil 
Conservation Service has 
several pamphlets designed 
to help woodland landown- 
ers. Also, the Alabama State 
Forestry Commission has 
trained personnel to assist 
you with site preparation, 
planting seedlings and seed- 
ling applications: Forestry 
personnel in this area can be 
reached by writing or calling 
the Coffee County Forestry 
Commission Office in New 
Brockton, AL phone 
894-6734.

TAX HELP 

If you are farming, do you 
realize that you may be 
eligible for a tax refund on 
your 1977, 1978 and 1979 
returns? According to Jean 
McDaniel, a tax expert in 
Enterprise, many Coffee 
County farmers based on 
their disastrous crop year 
may be eligible for tax 
rebates if taxes were paid in 
1977, 1978 and 1979. 

To help answer a lot of 
questions on _ investment 
credit, depreciation, net 
operating losses and other 
tax tips, we have arranged a 
special tax meeting for 
tomorrow night. This pro- 
gtam, which I urge Coffee 
County farmers to attend, 
will be held in the Com- 
munity Room at the Farm 
Center beginning at 6:30 
p.m. Jean McDaniels and 
Joan Powell of Enterprise 
will lead the discussion. 

If you are interested in 
this, be sure to come and be 
with us at 6:30 Tuesday night 
in the Community Room in 
New Brockton. 


HARVESTING LOSSES 

Bill Mayfield, one of our 
Extension Engineers at 
Auburn, pointed out to me 
recently that we normally 
lose 10-12 percent of the 
soybean harvest. In 1968 a 
state-wide survey showed 
that losses averaged 14 
percent. In 1977 these losses 
had been cut to about 10 
percent. 

A 10 percent loss on 20 
bushel beans in 2 bushels, 
This would be a loss of $15 to 
$16 per acre--a very high 
loss. 

Mayfield said it is very 
important to know where the 
losses are occuring. Are the 
beans being left on the stalk? 
Are they shattered and lost 
on the ground? Are the 
beans riding through the 
medicine and going out? It is 
important to know where the 
losses are occuring in order 
to make adjustments. 

We have a bulletin R-44 
which is excellent in helping 
to determine where losses 
are occurring. Call us at 
894-2776 if you would like to 
get a copy. 


HELPFUL 

The farm irrigation and 
farm financing meeting 
attracted about 120 Coffee 
County farmers. Larry 
Curtis, irrigation engineer, 
did an excellent job in 
presenting facts on irriga- 
tion, Bill Hughes of the Soil 
Conservation Service dis- 
cussed water supplies and 
other factors relating to 
having sufficient water for 
irrigation. 

Most farmers were in- 
terested in the financing 
programs available to them 
now. Mr. John Roper, Small 
Business Administration re- 
presentative, explained their 
program in detail. Mr. Tom 
Yardley, representing the 
Alabama Agricultural Deve- 
lopment Authority,  ex- 
plained this new program. 
Other participants on the 
program included Jimm 
Bowden and Wendell 
Murrah of the Wiregrass 
Production Credit Associa- 
tion, James Pridgen of the 
Enterprise Federal Land 
Bank, Randy Johnson of the 
Farmers Home Administra- 
tion in Coffee County, and 
Fred Clark of the Elba 
Exchange Bank. 

I know that this meeting 
was beneficial to a great 
number of those attending. It 
is not good business to have 
to borrow a lot of money. On 
the other hand, most Coffee 
County farmers find them- 
selves in an emergency situa- 
tion as it relates to farm 
financing. It is a great thing 
to have lending agencies who 
can make farm loans to help 
farmers work out of their 
dilemma. 

Incidentally, Mr. Wen- 
dell Murrah commented on 
the fact that if a farmer is 
presently borrowing from 
one source, it might be good 
to stick with that firm for his 
1981 needs. Of course, as 
Murrah pointed out, each 
firm situation is different, 
and some farmers will have 
to seek other sources. But 
each case will have to be 
handled on an_ individual 
basis. 


PEANUT PROGRAM 
James Earl Mobley, pre- 
sident of the Alabama 
Peanut Producers Associa- 
tion spoke to farmers 
thered in New Brockton 
»sday. He pointed out that 
Sen. Jessee Helms from 
North Carolina should be a 
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firm supporter of Alabama 
peanut producers. Sen. 
Helms may replace Senator 
Talmadge of Georgia who 
was not re-elected § as 
chairman of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee. 

Mobley pointed out that 
the peanut producers were 
going to ask for a support 
price of about $550 per ton 
for the 1981 peanut crop. In 
addition, Mobley said that 
they were asking the ad- 
ministration not to impose 
the additional S_ percent 
decrease in poundage quota 
for the 1981 crop. 

If Coffee County and area 
farmers can get a price at the 
increase on peanuts and if 
they can sell more of their 
production in 1981 at the top 
price, this will be a big help. 
Along with this, of course, is 
the necessity of keeping 
production costs as low as 
possible. No matter what 
kind of price increase is 
received or poundage adjust- 
ment is announced, if the 
price of everything the 
farmer uses advances the 
farmers’ profits will be wiped 
out. 


FORESTRY IN ALABAMA 

Two-thirds of Alabama's 
32.7 million acres of land is 
in forest, 75 per cent of which 
is owned by 200,000 farmers 
and other individual land- 
owners. 

Harvest of the state's 
commercial forest land 
exceeds 800 million cubic 
feet of wood each year. Some 
2 million board feet of logs go 
into lumber, plywood, and 
pole production, while round 
pulpwood harvest amounts to 
5 million cords. 

Value of the annual wood 
harvest is over $250 million 
when cut. This escalates to 
$500 million when delivered 
to the mill. Alabama plants 
manufacturing forest pro- 
ducts have an annual gross 
income exceeding $3 billion. 

Industries utilizing forest 
products are Alabama's 
largest in terms of value 
added in manufacturing. The 
$1.4 billion in value added 
for forest products compares 
with $1.0 billion for steel, 
$0.8 billion for chemicals, 
and $0.7 billion for textiles 
according to 1977 census 
figures. The states forest 
industry has grown since 
1960 at a compound rate of 
nearly 12 per cent per year, 
which is the nations highest 
for forest products growth 
rate. 

Since forest industries 
get their raw materials and 
labor in Alabama but sell 70 
percent of their products 
outside the state, the impact 
on the state’s economy is 
tremendous. In fact, fores- 
try’s economic multipliers 
average 16-22 per cent 
higher than those of other 
industries. Employment in 
the forest industries in 1977 
(42,500) accounted for more 
than 12 percent of the state’s 
manufacturing employment. 
The annual payroll amounted 
to more than $500 million. 

This tremendous return is 
being reaped from forestland 
which, for the most part, is 
operating at only about half 
of its production potential. 

Alabama's forest pro- 
ducts industry has already 
announced expansion plans 
which will increase current 
productivity by 25 percent. 
Since only 64 percent of 
current wood growth is being 
used each year, existing 
forest resources can support 
the planned expansion. Even 
greater expansion is coming 
and greater forest production 
will be needed. To meet 
these needs development 
and adoption of up to date 
technology and the im- 
plementation and _  super- 
vision of said technology in 
the forests of Alabama must 
be accomplished to insure an 
amply supply of wood for 
manufacturing. 

In order to achieve these 
results in the future we must 
have increases in funding for 
teaching and research in 
forestry at our universities 
and for increased manage- 
ment assistance, fire protec- 
tion, and tree seedling pro- 
duction through the Alabama 
Forestry Commission. More 
adequate funding in these 
areas to increase forest 
productivity will be returned 
manyfold to the people of 
Coffee County and the state 
of Alabama as a whole 
through its impact on the 
economy.

Jim Rudd, of Geneva, 
believes grain shortages may 
keep many large commercial 
operations from expanding at 
this time, thereby extending 
the upcoming period of im- 
proved prices and presenting 
the farmer who has pasture 
facilities the chance to get a 
step ahead. 

“The family farmer who 
Starts rye grass as late as 
December can cut his dry- 
feed costs dramatically until 
his spring forage, such as 
millet, is rrady,"’ Rudd 
explained. 

“Right now, the farmer 
should expand and improve 
his breeding herd while the 
cost is still moderate and he 
has time to prepare for a 
profitable crop of spring 
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Pigs,” says Mr. Rudd, whois 
consigning Spots and 
Duroes. 

Dale Gavin, of Apopka, 
Florida is also bringing Spots 
and E.H. Sturgis of Enid, 
Mississippi has consigned 
Yorks. Carroll and Jimmy 
Bullard will have Polands
